CORA SHERWOODS “DARE.” 


GIRLS DISAGREE ON THE RIGHT 
OF A PUBLIC KISS. 


Some of Them Insist the Kissing Epi- 
sode Had Nothing to Do With the 
Strike, but One Followed the 
Other Quickly.

Over in Granite City the strike of the 
girls who demanded an immediate increase 
in wages from the National Enameling Co. 
Friday, the very next day after pretty 
Cora Sherwood was discharged for kissing 
Willie Wendle, is still on. 

Since its inauguration several recruits 
have been added to the insurgent forces 
and more are expected. All the girls say 
the strike will be to a finish. They expect 
the crisis to come Tuesday. That is pay- 
day at the Granite City establishment and 
all the strikers are going to the company’s 
office to get what salary is coming to them. 

While the amatory and osculatory attack 
of Miss @herwood upon young Mr. Wendle 
is still the conversational piece de resist- 
ance in Granite City, interest therein is vy 
no means confined to the east side of the 
river. Up in North St,..dlsouis it is a gen- 
eral topic of discussion..-This is due to the 
fact that nearly all the fair strikers and 
a large number of the -‘nonstriking em- 
ployes of the enameling company live in 
that section of the fourth largest eity in 
America.

Louis who are “out’’ and who aver that 
they intend to ‘“‘stay out” or ‘“‘win out’ 
are Misses Lizzie Glaske, Ruth Henley, 
Maggie Hilleke, Mamie Lanham, Lizzie 
Baker, Kate Mathews, Caroline Schwab, 
‘“‘Praxie’’ Milfer and Minnie Holt. 


True Story of 
a Queer Episode. 
The true story of the episode that has 
caused such a thrill over the river, as 
given by one of this number and confirmed 


by others, is as follows: 

Willie Wendie’s duties as pusher of a 
truck breught him past a long row of girls 
several times each working hour. The 
girls frequently ‘‘jollied’’ him and while 
Willie sometimes replied, he usually paid 
little attention to the feminine comments. 

Last Wednesday was Cora Sherwood’s 
first day to work in the enameling plant. 

“She was put to work cleaning the gran- 
ite ware after it was unloaded by Willic 
from his truck,’’ said one of the strikers 
to the Post-Dispatch. “After she had 
cleaned it, she turned it over to us. Our 
job was to set the ware in the ovens, 

“Well, the first: day Cora was there, we 
‘joshed’ her about Willie. Next day, we 
dared her to kiss him. She said she 
wouldn’t take a dare. Willie had unloaded 
his ware, had turned his truck around and 
was going to start back when Cora ran 
after him, threw her arms around his neck 
and pressed her lips against his cheeks. 
We all heard the smack. So did the fore- 
lady, Kate Tieman. She ‘tipped’ the fore- 
man, Mr. Krautheimer. -He called Cora in 
and gave her the ‘ax.’ Next day we struck. 
Saturday they tried to get one of the other 
girls, Caroline Schwab, to work in our 
place and she said she'd quit before she'd 
be a ‘scab.’ ”’ 

Neither Miss Schwab, 
Miss Baker admit that the strike was 
called in sympathy with Miss Sherwood. 
They declare they simply decided that it 
was time to ask for a raise or for more 
help. They had been getting $6.40 a week 
and they demanded 97.5 Exactly why

KANSAS FEARS 


A LIQUOR WAR 


Men Are Joining in Mrs. 
N ation's Crusade. 


TOPEKA TO BEGIN TODAY 


SALOON MEN ARMED AND BREW- 
ERY PROPERTY IS GUARDED. 


Mrs. Nation Has a Corps of 200 Assist- 
ants Armed With Hatchets Ready 
for the Fray and There is a 
Plot to Tar and Feather 
Her.

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 4.—That the en- 
tire state of Kansas is on the verge of 
a liquor war of a most serious ¢haracter 
is not denied. 

Mrs. Carrie Nation has succeeded in 
working up such a temperatice sentiment 
here that the town is divided into fac- 
tions, and each faction is making active 
preparations for the war which will prob- 
ably be begun today. 

Mrs. Nation has opened a@ recruiting of- 
fice in the City Hall, and has in this 
city alone two hundred women armed with 
hatchets under her command. Many. of 
the husbands and brothers of the members 
of Mrs. Nation’s *“‘Home Defenders’ will 
accompany them on their raids to see 
that: they are not injured by the saloon 
keepers and their allies. 

Every saloon man in the city has armed 


himself and his bertenders and guards 
with shotguns and revolvers, and has 
given warning that persons attempting to 
demolish his saloon will be shot. 

The Brewers’ Association of Missouri is 
said to have sent money and guards into 
the city to protect the property of mem- 
bers. 

A great many reputable citizens of To- 
peka have become ineensed at the threats 
of the saloon keepers, and will join forces 
with Mrs. Nation at the first signs of 
bloodshed. NThe sale of firearms in the city 
during the \past week was larger than 
during any previous week for years. 

Policeman Luster has reported to City 
Marshal Stahl a plot on the part of the 
liquor men to tar and feather Mrs. Na- 
tion. 


SNOW DELAYS MRS. NATION. 


She Will Not Demonstrate Today, but 


She Warned a Druggist. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 4.—On account of 
the heavy fall of snow yesterday Mrs. Car- 
rie Nation has postponed her organized 
demonstration against the joints scheduled 
for today until tomorrow 
o'clock. 

She confined her operations this morning 
to visiting the drug stores. She first called 
on the Hobart drug store, one of the finest 
in the city, where she found a quantity of 
liquors in the basement. Mrs. Nation lec- 
tured the proprietor in a caustic manner 
and notified him that his place would be 
smashed the same as the lowest joint un- 
less he quit selling liquors.

JUDGE THAYER AND EX-JUDGE 
PRIEST SPOKE. 


ELOQUENCE 


Elaborate Eulogies in United States 
Circuit Court and by Attorneys 
in the Circuit Courts of 
St. Louis. 


Memorial services in commemoration of 
the 100th anniversary of the accession of 
John Marshall to the chair of the chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States were conducted in the United States 
Circuit Court chambers in the federal build- 
ing Monday morning at 10 o'clock. 

The session of the court was precided 
over by Judge Henry C. Caldwell, Judge 
Walter L. Sanborn, Judge Amos M. Thay- 
er and Judge Elmer B. Adams. 

There was a distinguished group of law- 
yers present when court was opened. Prob- 
ably there were never so many attorneys in 
the courtroom at any one time since the 
Every seat in the 
large room was occupied and many stood 
during the brief ceremonies. Besides the 
lawyers present there attended nearly 20) 
students from the St. Louis Law School, 
who entered in a body. 

In response to Judge Caldwell’s call for 
motions from the bar, former United States 
District Judge Henry S. Priest arose and 
in a ten minutes’ address moved that the 
courts be adjourned for the day. Judge 
Priest said it was the first centennial anni- 
versary of Justice Marshall’s accession to 
the chief justiceship. He mentioned his 
splendid character and ability and said that 
during the years that he was chief 

ustice, while he was confronted with a 

ostile administration and a hostile legisla- 
tive department, he controlled the judiciary. 
The years that have passed since Chief 
Justice Marshall’s death have added to 
the grandeur of his character. 

Judge Thayer responded for the bench. 
He said the court fully accorded with the 
bar in the estimate of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall’s greatness. Judge Thayer _— at 
length and said that the constitation had 
its greatest defender in Judge Marshall. His 
opinions on all questions relating to the 
constitution were wonderfully clear and at 
the present time, when the United States 
had Soesue possessed of territories far re- 
mote, the legal profession were looking 
back to opinions rendered by Judge Mar- 
shall and studying them with a view to set- 
tling questions which now are vexing the 
legal profession of the country. 

efore ordering the adjournment Judge 
Thayer requested the lawyers to go to 
circuit courtroom No. 4, where further cere- 
monies would be held. 

He referred briefiy to the judicial work of 
the earlier days of the nation’s history and 
then presented the task which lay before 
Marshall when he assumed the duties of the 
chief magistrate of the land. 


ADDRESSES IN CIRCUIT COURT. 


Judges Hough and Klein and Daniel T. 
Jewett Made Speeches. 

Immediately upon the close of the mect- 
ing at the Federal ouilding the wnembers 
of the bar assémbled in Circuit Court room 
No. 4 in attendance upen a sitting of the 
circuit judges in wgencral term auc the 
judges.of the Court of Aovopz2als. 

Judge Klein, on behalf of the bar, ed- 
dressed the judg?s, asking that the courts 
be adjourned for the day in memory of 
Chief Justice Marshall, who took his seat 
as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States 100 years ago. 

Presiding Judge Hough of the general 
term responded to the address of Judge 
Klein, and after a brief address announced 
that the ccurts would stand adjourned for 
the day. 

Among those who attended the meeting 
in courtroom No. 4 was Daniel T. Jewett, 
the oldest member of the St. Louis bar and 
the tonly one who .ever saw Chief Justice 
Marshall on the bench of the supreme 
court. Mr. Jewett is 94 years old and un- 
til three psers ago was an active practi- 
tioner. He once represented Missouri in 
the United States Senate. 

In 1828 and 1829, while a law student at 
the Columbian University in Washington, 
he says he frequently attended the sittings 
of the supreme court. Justice Marshall was 
then on the bench. 

Mr. Jewett came to St. Louis in 1857 and 
has been a member of the bar here ever 
since. He still maintains an office in the 
Emilie Building. 


‘TRIBUTE PAID TO MARSHALL. 


Congress Commemorates His Installa- 
tion as Chief Justice. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—John Marshall 
of Virginia was installed as ‘Chief Justice 
of the United States, the fourth of the posi- 
tion, 100 years ago today, and -erved (4 
years thereafter, and at 10 o'clock this 
morning the centennial anniversary of that 
*event was commemorated with impressive 
ceremonies in the hall of representatives at 
the Capitol. The program arranged by the 
joint committee of Congress and Wi!)}iam 
Wirt Howe of New Orleans, president of 
the American Bar Assoclation, was sim- 
ple and dignified as became the life of the 
great jurist. 

The President and his cabinct, the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court, the members 
of the Senate and House, the diplomatic 
corps and members of the District Bar As- 
guciation attended as invited guests. Many 
other distinguished persons vrsre in the 
galleries, which were reserved for those 
holding cards of admission. Althoigh tne 


vartous official bodies entered the hall to- 
ether, they were not announced, as ona 
ormal occasion. 

President McKinley and the ‘members of 
the cabinet were the last to arrive. The 
entire assemblage rose and remained 
standing until they had/ seated them>e:ives 

Representative alzell of Pennsylvania 
called the assemblage to order. He stated.

Chief Justice Fuller as presiding officer. 
The chief justice, in his Judicial robes, was 
escorted to the chair by Representatives 
Grosvenor of Ohio and Richardson of Ten-

Marshall, invoked the divine blessing. ‘The 
chief justice in introducing Hon. Wayne 
McVeagh, who was to deliver the oration, 
id an eloquent tribute to the great work 
of Marshall, which evoked hearty applause 
from. the assemblage.

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JOHN MARSHALL DAY. 


One hundred years ago today John Marshall was commis- 
sioned Chief Justice of the United States Supreme Court. 

The importance of the act was not realized at the time, and 
though John Adams afterward said that in elevating his Seo- 
retary of State to the Supreme bench he had “performed the 
proudest act of his life,” neither he nor any other man knew 
that great consequences were to flow from it. 

Marshall completed and confirmed the work begun by the 
makers of the Constitution. He nationalized the federation 
by taking the constitution seriously and making it paramount 
over Corgresa and President. 

The lega! fiber was most conspicuous Marshall’s char- 
acter. In this he was atypical American. A lesser man con- 
fronted with questions wholly new would have been terrified 
by the uncertainties of the situation. Marshall was without 
precedent, but found suggestion for action in common sense 
and the analogies of the law. . 

Of all the-great statemakers none is worthier fame than 
John Marshall. His memory should be kept alive with that 
of Washington, Jefferson and Hamilton—the four great con- 
etrurtive statesmen of America. 
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We must now begin’ to live up to our World's Fair.

NITRO-GLYCERIN EXPLODED 


Teamster and Team Went Up With It

quarts of nitro-glycerin to the magazine of
